The march lasted 
seven hgurs and was most trying. Our troops 
had to scale the precipitous sides of a rocky 
mountain, They encountered most awful ob- 
stacles in the way of fallen boulders and deep 
crevices; but ‘plodded on through the night, 
however, with silent’ pluck and determination. 
They were perfectly unmolested until they reach- 
ed the impregnable position of the Boers, The 
enemy, at first taken by surprise by the boldness 
of the attack, soon sallicd to the danger, and 
opened a heavy fire on their assailants. General 
Gatacre, realising the’ hopelessness of the 
situation, ordered his treops‘to retire: and 
although galled by the enemy's fire, the retire- 
-ment was conducted in excellent order, It was 
certain that General Gatacre. had been misled 
by spies, who reported that the strength of the 
enemy ‘was 2,500 men, whereas it appears it 
wwas fully 6,000. .
